These were isolated cases. Most 
of the k ey indicators at the start 
of April—described by Labor Sec­ 
retary Mitchell as the month to 
watch—still pointed lowex.

Later there were other nob le candidates 
for the honor—the Earl of Oxford, perhaps. 

The notion that the 
man capab le of writing u nsu rpassed Eng­ 
lish dramatic poetry wou ld have b een too 
ashamed of it to let his right name b e u sed 
never fazed these admirers of the aristo­ 
cracy.

Tile argu ments addu ced on b ehalf of 
these presu mptu ou s ghosts lean heavily on 
cryptography.

He and the 
other pretenders are su pposed to have hid­ 
den the secrets of their au thorship in cry­ 
ptic writings appearing either u nder their 
own names or in the plays attrib u ted to 
Shakespeare.

is a b ook. “The Shakespearean Ciphers Ex 
amined,” b y Col. and 
Mrs. William F. 
Friedman. 
Their conclu sion, stripped of the 
where­ 
fores. the whereas, and the qu alifications. 
is that the variou s cryptographical “evi­ 
dence’ 
that 
Shakespeare didn't 
write 
Shakespeare ranges from the 
h i g h I y im­ 
prob ab le to the u tterly preposterou s. 
The ciphers u sed— if any were u sed— 
to convey au thorship were su b ject to al­ 
most certain misinterpretation and only the 
veriest b eginner cou ld have hoped to get 
his message throu gh in that way. 
Shakespeare’s own epitaph contained a 
cu rse on any who distu rb ed his b ones, 
whose du st has b een stirred u p these many 
years of literary priers and pokers. Bu t it 
is u nlikely that his u nqu iet du st will now 
b e permitted to settle.

Many persons are commenting on a cur­ 


r e d economic phenomenon — a rising cost 
of living at a time of lagging employment 


and consumer purchases. 


This would be a phenomenon i n d e e d , 


but the economic journals are asserting 
emphatically that it isn t so. The idea of 
the phenomenon is based on government 
reports purporting to show the cost of liv­ 
ing from month to month. Economic writ­ 
ers s a v these reports do not reflect the ture 
picture. 
Consumers Price Index includes both 
goods and services. Many of the services, 
which had lagged behind the pricing struc­ 
ture. lately are catching up. While that is 
occurring, however, some items in the in* 


dex have headed downward. Government 
reports have not vet reflected that. 
Purchasing agents know they can 
b u y 
many items at lower prices than last year. 
Several mercantile houses have already 
announced price cuts to take effect over 
the coming months. 
Manufacturers a r e 
abandoning “fair trade" pricing which had 
put rigid high prices on 
many of their 
products. 
All across the land enterprises are cut­ 
ting out the fat. reducing costs where poss­ 
ible and putting them selves in shape for 
competitive pricing to spur sluggish con 
sumer demand. That is the traditional pat­ 
tern when slowness hits the economy. 
So in this case at least nothing new at 
all has been found under the sun.
